Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

X  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  during  the  year  1959*  Notifications 
of  infectious  disease  in  genex-al  continuoito  decline,  no  cases  of  smallpox, 
poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  typhoid  fever  being  notified  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  continued  to  decline,  the  numbers  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  154,  as  compared  with  206  on  the 
Register  last  year.  An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  summer 
months,  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  being  375,  compared  with 
5  cases  notified  in  the  previous  year.  This  swing  in  the  number  of  oases  of 
measles  is  not  unusual,  and  follows  the  normal  pattern  of  the^  disease, 
which  results  in  an  epidemic  being  followed  by  a  year  of  low  incidence, 
due  to  the  development  of  immunity  among  the  younger  children. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  a  special  drive  was  made  to  increase  the  numbers 
of  persons  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis.  The  result  was  most 
satisfactory,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  6,952  people  had 
received  two  injections  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  lower  than  previously  (11.39  &s 
against  13.26)  and  it  is  notable  that  the  maternal  mortality  was  Nil, 
that  is,  that  although  over  400  births  took  placo,  not  a  single  death  was 
caused  in  association  with  pregnancy*  or  childbirth.  The  main  cause  of 
death  was  again  coronary  thrombosis,  which  was  responsible  for  76  deaths 
out  of  a  total  of  302.  This  is  a  greater  proportion  than  last  year, 
when  it  was  responsible  for  68  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  343.  The  deaths 
resulting  from  cancer  of  the  lung  show  a  welcome  drop,  only  five  such 
deaths  being  reported,  compared  with  eleven  for  the  previous  year* 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  once  again  all  the  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  occurred  in  males,  and  in  this  context  the  association  between 
excessive  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  should  be  borne  in  min  . 

The  housing  position  in  the  area  has  improved  during  the  past  year, 
and  great  progress  has  been  made  in  slum  clearance.  As  local  residents 
will  be  aware,  throughout  the  district  the  old  terrace  houses  are  being 
rapidly  demolished,  and  the  occupants  re-housed  in  more  suitable 
accommodation.  I  feel  no  one  will  be  sorry  to  see  the  end of  these 
old  buildings,  which  were  not  only  structurally  defective,  but  which 
lacked  both  indoor  water  supply  and  indoor  toilets. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department,  and  particularly  to  Mr,  Simpson,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  willing  assistance.  I  would  also  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  continued  interest  and  support  shown  by  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

An  8- inch  main  was  extended  into  Cramlington  Village,  and  an 
additional  bulk  supply  was  obtained  from  the  Newcastle  &  j^she 
Water  Company  and  fedinto  Nelson  Village.  These  arraignments  put 
the  pressure  position  in  the  Cramlington  Area  beyong  doubt.

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

Sewage  from  the  Earsdon,  Shiremoor  and  Backworth  districts  flows 
through  gravitational  sewers  in  the  Brier  Bene  to  the  sea.  Sewage 
from  Seghill,  Holywell,  Seaton  Delaval  and  the  southern  part  of 
Cramlington  is  delivered  into  the  Seaton  Burn  Valley  Joint  Sewerage 
Board* s  main  outfall  sewer  and  is  discharged  into  the  sea.  Sewage 
from  the  northern  part  of  Cramlington  and  East  Hartford  is  treated 
in  two  disposal  works,  one  at  Nelson  Village,  and  one  at  East  Hartford, 

The  effluents  from  the  two  works  are  unsatisfactory.  The  Council 
have  considered  the  problem  raised  by  the  County  Planning  Committee* s 
proposal  to  increase  the  population  of  Cramlington  from  some  6,000  to 
perhaps  40,000,  and  have  instructed  a  firm  of  consulting  engineers 
to  prepare  proposals  to  meet  this  growth  by  stages.
